AN ACT to amend subsection 7 of section 943 of the statutes,
relating to bond issues by cities and the submission thereof
to a vote of the people.

The pcople of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Scnale
and Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. Subsection 7 of section 943 of the statutes is
amended to read: (Section 943) 7. The provisions of this see-
tion shall not apply to the issuing of bonds by any city of this
state for street improvements, school purposes, waterworks, elec-
trie light works, gas works, hospitals, sewerage, parks and publie
grounds, or, in cities of the second, third and fourth class to
the issuing of bonds for apparatus or equipment of fire depart-
ments, unless within thirty days after the passage by the eom-
mon council of the city of a resolution or ordinance authorizing
the issuing of bonds for such purposes there shall be filed in
the office of the eity clerk a petition in writing signed by not
less than ten per cent in number of the voters who voted in
said city at the last general state eleetion, asking for a sub-
mission of the question of issuing such bonds to a vote of the
people, in which ease such question shall be submitted as pro-
vided for in this seetion; and, in ecase the common council of
any city has heretofore, by resolution or ordinance, authorized
the issuing of any bonds for said purposes, the electors of such
city shall have thirty days within which to file such petition
after the passage and publication of this act.

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.

CHAPTER 398

AN ACT to appropriate to D. J. MeAllister of Marinette county
a certain sum of money as compensation for slaughtered
cattle. ‘

The neople of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate
and Assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. There is appropriated the sum of one thousand
dollars to D. J. McAllister of Marinette county out of any
money in the general fund not otherwise appropriated as com-
pensation in full for damages arising out of the slaughter of
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cuttle, ordered slaughtered as tubercular, when in fact such
cattle were free from such disease.

CHAPTER 399
AN ACT to create section 926—11f of the statutes, authorizing
the common council of any city to appoint a fiscal agent.
The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senate
and Assembly, do enact as follows:

SECTION 1. A new section is added to the statutes to read:
Section 926—11f. The common council of any city, in order
to facilitate the payment of the principal and interest on said
bonds, is hereby authorized to appoint a fiscal agent in some
city or cities outside of the state of Wisconsin. Such fiscal
agent shall be an incorporated bank or trust company duly
authorized by the laws of the United States or of the state in
which such city is located to do a banking or trust company
business. At no time shall there be more than one fiseal
agent in a city, nor shall there be at one time a fiscal agent
in more than two cities in the United States. The treasurer of
any such ecity is hereby authorized and directed to deposit such
sums of money for the payment of principal and interest of
bonds with such duly appointed fiscal agent or agents of the
city as and when he is instructed to do so by written communi-
cation from the common council of such city.

SecTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
